Marquette, Midi., May *’*1— Former 


President Tin o « l ^ Roosevelt won his 


libel Bult today against (leo. 
New- 


eft, editor of the M arquette Iron Ore, 


who charged him with drunkenness 


iii his paper. 
Roosevelt waived claim 


for punitive damages after the de 


fendant had uttered a retraction. The 
jury awarded nominal damages of G 
cents, as the law of Michigan pro­ 
vides. 
Each party will pay his own ex­ 
penses, the colonel's being close to 
$lh.nno and N ew ett’s 
about 
$2,000. 
Judge Flannagan instructed the jury 
to bring in a verdict for the plaintiff, 
which they did without leaving their 
seats. 
Colonel Roosevelt left for the 
east two hours later, accompanied by 
his friends. 
The climax of the case was dra­ 
matic. 
“ Plaintiff rests.” announced 
Roosevelt’s attorney. 
“The defense will call 
Mr. New- 
ett.” the defendant’s lawyer said. and 
Newett took the stand 
and 
began 
reading a retraction. 
“ I have been unable to find In any 
section of the country any witness 
who will state that they personally 
have seen Colonel Roosevelt drink to 
excess, and I am forced to the con 
elusion that I was mistaken.’’ 
“The libel was published in good 
faith.” Newett said, “ and in the be­ 
lief that the public should have the 
proper 
information 
about 
Colonel 
Roosevelt, who was then a candidate 
for president. 
No demand for a re­ 
traction has ever been made.” 
Newett said that he had taken for 
tv depositions, hut that an attem pt to 
use them would be an injustice was 
already apparent to him and his at­ 
torneys. 
Colonel Roosevelt, by the court’s 
permission, said he would waive any 
damages except the amount 'allowed 
by law. 
Of the purpose of the suit, 
Roosevelt said: 
“I wished once for all, during my 
life, to deal 
with these slanderers. 
so that never again will it be possi­ 
ble for any man in good faith to re­ 
peat them.” 
Roosevelt was delighted with the 
verdict and shook 
hands with the 
jurors.

The correct proportions to use ar* 
four pounds of copper sulphate (bim 
vitriol), four pounds of th*1 best, stone 
lime, and fifty gallons of water. 
To dissolve the copper 
sulphate 
put five gallons of water In a w o n d e r 
tub and suspend the copper sulphate 
In a sack. such as a salt sack, just be 
low' the surface of the water, and a1 
low' it to remain over night. 
Slake the lime separately. 
It has 
been shown that there should be full 
dilution of the lime and copper sui 
phate before mixing, therefore dilute 
each mixture to twenty-five gallons 
hut do not pour one into the ether; 
both solutions should be poured at 
the same time into the spray tank so 
that the two stream s mix while fall­

ONE ROAD BUILDING FAILURE 


Lack of Proper Care to Thoroughfares 
Constructed 
by 
Inexperienced 
Men Shows Results. 


About forty years ago, Adams coun­ 
ty, Ohio, issued bonds to improve part 
of its main roads. 
At th at time very 
little was known about the science of 
road making 
Usually a local man 
undertook the contract for a certain 
piece of work and secured local help 
as inexperienced as he. 
Very little, if 
any, attention was paid to the char­ 
acter of the bed upon which the stones 
were to be laid and still less to the 
different qualities of stones secured 
from the quarries near by. 
Hard and 
soft stones were placed side by side 
as brick are now' laid in our common 
street paving, says a w riter in an ex­ 
change. 
After a few years of wear 
and erosion, with no attention given 
to repair, these roads were in a con­ 
dition almost worse than before im­ 
provement. 
Adams county is a good 
example of a community that has im­ 
proved roads and has paid no atten ­ 
tion to their up keep. 
A few hundred 
dollars spent judiciously on each road 
would have kept them in good condi­ 
tion for many years. 
As conditions 
are now', enough 
money has 
been 
spent to have the best of roads, but 
because of lack of proper care, they 
are only second or third class and 
the county is still heavily in debt for 
these roads

Oat smut, w'hich was practically 
eradicated from the state by the cam­ 
paign carried on by the agronomy de­ 
partm ent of the College of Agriculture 
of the University of 
Wisconsin, 
is | 
again assuming importance, through 
the failure of many farmers to use the j 
simple formalin treatm ent to prevent 
the disease. 
The fact that oat smut 
caused serious losses last summer in 
some fields iii the state should con­ 
vince farmers that safety lies only 
in the treating of their seed oats. 
One pint of formalin, or formalde­ 
hyde, which may be obtained at any 
drug store, w'ill treat thirty bushels 
of oats. This solution should be made 
by using one pint of formalin to thir­ 
ty-six gallons of w ater in a tank or 
barrels. 
The oats should then be put 
in gunny sacks, filled only two-thirds 
full, and submerged in the formalin 
for only ten minutes. 
When the sacks of oats are with­ 
drawn from the barrels or tank they 
should be allowed to drain, thereby 
saving 
considerable 
solution 
that 
would otherwise be wasted. The oats 
are then 
emptied 
on 
a 
threshing 
floor, and covered with blankets an 
hour or two, so as to make the treat­ 
ment more effective. 
After this the 
oats are allowed to dry. 
Oats treated 
with the formalin solution will usual­ 
ly dry sufficiently for sowing in one 
or tw'o days. 
After 
treatm ent 
the 
oats swrell considerably, and it 
is 
necessary for the seeder or drill to 
be aet so th at it will sow’ about one 
bushel more per acre. 
Oats can be treated effectively sev­ 
eral weeks or months previous 
to 
sowing if desired, and if 
properly 
dried the germinating power will not 
suffer. 
For the average farm er just 
previous to sowing will prove most 
convenient 
- .

FEEDING DAIRY CALF 


May Be Left With Mother First 
Three or Four Days. 


T o Grow Well Young Animals Should 
Be Given Just What They Will 
' 
Clean Up Readily— Green Grass 
Is Good for Them. 


(By J. C. MCNUTT.) 
The calf may be left with the cow 
for three or four days, or until the 
milk is fit for use. 
The calf should 
then be taken away and placed in a 
separate stable, if it is possible, as the 
cow will give less trouble if she can­ 
not eee her calf. 
Fly missing one feed the calf will 
usually be hungry enough to start to 
drink readily and will usually give 
little trouble when it finds the bucket 
contains milk. 
Four pounds of milk 
per feed three times a day for the first 
ten days will give the calf a good start 


im 1 k increased as the cair snows anil­ 
ity to handle it. 
After three weeks 
the calf will begin to eat a little grain. 
An excellent grain mixture for calves 
is made of corn meal, oats arid wheat 
bran in equal parts, with a little lin­ 
seed meal added. 
To grow calves well they should 
have just what they will clean up 
readily at each fetid. Plenty of green 
grass is good for them, but in very 
hot or very cold weather a fine quality 
of clover hay will produce excellent 
results. 
Calves should have milk until thej 
are five or six months old, for best re* 
suits. 
If they are forced to subsist on 
coarse feeds and grain too young they 
will he stunted, as their 
digestive 
system is not developed enough 
to 
handle such food exclusively at an 
early age. 
Cotton seed meal should never bo 
fed to calves under twelve months of 
age. 
It always proves detrimental to 
development of the young calf. This 
being true, It is better to feed such 
feeds as oats, bran and corn, which 
are known to be satisfactory. 
To se­ 
cure good size the animal should con­ 
tinue to grow steadily until mature. 
through

TELLS OFTRIPSTOTHENORTHl AND 


By His Discoveries, Has Proved That 
the So Called Peary Channel at 
the Northern End of Green­ 
land Does Not Exist. 


Copenhagen, Denmark, May 31.— 
By his discovery that tho so-called 


Peary channel at the northern end of 
Greenland does not exist, Knud Ras­ 
mussen, tile young Danish explorer, 
has solved a problem of great import­ 
ance to tho geographical world. Be­ 
sides this, the explorer and his com­ 
panions mapped the region connect* 
ing Greenland with Perry Land, and 


made fresh discoveries of land which 
they baptized Christian X Land. 
Additional details have 
been 
re­ 
ceived here of the brilliant feats of 
the Danish expedition which has just 
terminated a scientific task that has 
attracted many explorers since Nan­ 
sen, by crossing the ice fields of the 
interior of Greenland, proving that 
only unusual endurance and hardi­ 
ness were required for successful ex­ 
ploration in those regions. 
Knud Rasmussen started on his ex­ 
pedition on July 10, 1910, when he 
embarked with his companions on 
the schooner Motor and sailed from 
Copenhagen to the Melville coast in 
Northwestern Greenland. 
Rasmussen was peculiarly well fit­ 
ted for the task he had undertaken. 
He is a native of Greenland, having 
been born at. Jacob's Harbor in 1879. 
His father was a Danish clergyman, 
who was thoroughly acquainted with 
a number of Eskimo dialects, and his 
mother was a pure-blooded Eskimo. 
Knud himself spoke Eskimo from his 
infancy and later studied the lan­ 
guage philologieally so that he knows 
it at the present day perhaps better 
than any other person. 
Knud Rasmussen has been through­ 
out his life intensely interested in 
exploration, and as a youth under­ 
took voyages in Scandinavia, the Fa­ 
roe islands and Iceland, all the time 
making scientific observations. 
When this expedition reached the 
Greenland coast the explorer estab­ 
lished a station there for the benefit 
of the scattered Eskimo population. 
The expedition was equipped with 
sufficient provisions to last six years, 
and it was part of Rasmussen’s plan 
to establish a commercia! depot near 
Cape York, on the northern side of 
Melville Bay, where there is a com­ 
paratively numerous tribe of Polar 
Eskimos, who hitherto had been vir­ 
tually out of communication with tn« 
civilized world. 
This was to he un­ 
der the auspices of the Danish royal 
committee 
for 
the privileged com­ 
merce of Greenland. 
According 
to 
the 
telegrams re­ 
ceived from Thorshavn, in the Faroe 
islands, Rasmussen not only succeed­ 
ed in carrying out these plans, hut 
also the second part of his program. 
which 
included 
the ethnographical 
and ethnological exploration of the 
practically unknown regions of Nor­ 
thern Greenland. 
It 
was 
Rasmus­ 
sen’s intention to map Melville bay, 
to cross the glaciers of the inland 
icefields, to explore the “ Peary chan­ 
nel” and also ('rocker Island, discov­ 
ered by Peaty in latitude 85. 
Mr. French en, another Dane, was 
the principal companion of Rasmus­ 


sen in his explorations and on his 
great sledge expedition 
across 
the 
Greenland continent, sharing w ith him 
in the honor of deciding the question 
of the existence of the “Peary chan­ 


nel.” 
When Peary made his discoveries 
fit 
the 
northern end ot Greenland 
during 
his 
voyages in 1891 92 and 
1893-95, and when he explored inde­ 
pendence bay. which stretched from 
east to west, lie was inclined to be­ 
lieve that the bay continued farther

Dinar Mikkelsen also tried to pen­ 
etrate 
the 
region 
while 
lie 
was 
searching for the diaries of his head 
compatriot, Mylius Eriehsen, but had 
not sufficient time to attain his goal 
and narrowly escaped death. 
The 
news 
of Knud Rasmussen’s 
discovery has settled once for all this 
much debated question.

CHICKENS FOR A FARM 


American Breeds toeet Demand 


for General Purpose Fowl. 


Best Recommendation for 
Plymouth 
Rock 
Is 
Excellent 
Growth 
of 
Chicks, in Which Quality They 
Are Without Superior, 


(By E. O. ERP.) 
The American breeds of chickens 
have been made by the mixing of cer­ 
tain types. They have been formed to 
meet the demand for a general pur­ 
pose fowl and they fulfill this demand 
better than any other breed. 
These breeds are more variable in 
traits than breeds with more years of 
uniform ancestry to their credit. 
If 
strict selection is not maintained the 
American varieties 
are 
inclined 
to 
vary and revert to ancestral types. 
The barred variety of the Plymouth 
Rocks is the original Plymouth Rock,

and is, perhaps, all things considered, 
the most popular breed in this coun­ 
try at the present time. 
Its origin is commonly given as a 
cross between the Black Java and the 
American 
Dominique. 
Besides 
the 
Java other Asiatic blood has probably 
been used in making the breed. 
The Plymouth Rock is 
more 
like 
the Asiatic than like 
the 
European 
chicken. 
It approaches in 
size 
and 
fattening 
qualities 
the 
Cochin 
or 
Brahma, but has lost 
the 
excessive 
feathering, slowness 
of 
growth and 
general clumsiness of those breeds. 
The best recommendation for the 
Plymouth Rock on the farm 
is the 
excellent growth made by the young 
chickens. 
In this quality they 
have 
no 
superior. 
The 
Plymouth 
Rock 
pullets are good layers, but as year­ 
ling hens are prone to turn into fat 
rather than eggs. 
Another 
objection to 
the 
barred 
variety is the difficulty in keeping the 
breed true to the standard type. The 
pure-bred type birds are required to 
have even and distinct bars of the 
same shade in male and female. 
These are difficult points to 
main 
tain, and resort 
is 
often 
made to 
double mating or the keeping of two 
breeding pens, one to produce cock­ 
erels and the other pullets. 
The white and buff Plymouth Rocks 
are later products 
than 
the barred 
variety. Much of what has been said 
will apply to them also. The following 
differences might be noted: 
The white variety is free from the 
color objection of the barred type, but 
the objection to 
the 
fattening tend­ 
ency applies to hens of 
this variety j 
perhaps more 
forcibly 
than to 
thc- 
barred. 
Buff Plymouth Rocks will probably 
average smaller than the other varie­ 
ties of the breed. 
Although a solid- 
colored bird, they like all buff breeds, 
except the buff Cochins, will be found 
difficult to breed to one color, owing 
to the tendency to possess black or 
white in the w ings and tail.

souri as tobacco manufacturing state. 
Other bulletins, one 
every 
week, 
which are to follow, 
will 
deal with 
ether subjects, all to be finally incor-

Pamphlet” this department is work­ 
ing on and will soon issue for

and wide distribution.

Enough, Nor Substantial in Places 
— Much Care Is Needed. 


“There are a great many people go­ 
ing to bo disappointed with stone 
road. and a lot of money wasted,” 
said 
Frank 
Yan 
Natta of Benton 
county, Indiana, the other day. 
“In 
the first place they are not making 
the roads wide enough nor substantial 
enough in some places, and not taking 
care of them in others where they are 
already built. 
Some people seem to 
think that after a stone road is made 
it needs more attention. 
This is a 
mistake, for it is wearing down all 
the time. 
Whenever a rut appears it 
should be filled. 
Some moans should 
be devised to keep the surface of the 
road smooth. 
In many cas^s the wag­ 
on tracks have worn several inches 
deep. 
Water stands in these and in­ 
jure* the road. 
The road drag might 
be used to good advantage to keep 
these tracks filled. 
It would also help 
if people using the road would be 
enough interested to drive all over 
it instead of in the track made by 
those ahead.

What is the best breed of chickens? 
Easiest question in the world. 
Ask 
your friends and every one of them 
can answer right off hand, but each 
one will name a different breed or va­ 
riety and when you ask their reasons 
for their choice, mighty few of said 
reasons w?ould hold in court, 
i 
The fact of the matter is that there is 
no one “best breed” of chickens. There 
are four or five “best breeds,” with 
from tw’o to seven ‘ best varieties” in 
each breed, 
lf you don’t believe it, 
glance through the files of any poultry 
■journal and see the number of “best 
breeds” mentioned in their free read­ 
ing notices. 
One man proves that the White Or­ 
pingtons are the “best breed,” because 
he got Mme. Paderewski to admit she 
paid $5,000 for five of his chickens. 
Another man clinches the pennant for 
the White Plymouth Rocks by saying 
that a pen of 30 hens earned $3,500 
for him last year, their eggs selling 
for $30 a settling. 
And so it goes. 
As far as the city or suburban poul­ 
tr y keeper is concerned, he can make 
his choice of chickens entirely upon 
sentimental grounds.

Squab Farming a Poor Venture. 


Squab farming as a specialty cannot 
be classed as a means of making a liv­ 
ing. In fact it is usually a rapid way 
of losing an investment. 


W id ely advertised in tho east, and 
to a certain extent in other sections 
of the country, it has attracted a great 
many people by its limitless possibil­ 
ities on paper. 
They have invested 
money in “ breeding stock” houses and 
pens. Most of that money is still in­ 
vested, but a wide acquaintance with 
poultry men and conditions all over 
this country has failed to bring 
tho 
w riter in touch with a single squab 
farm er who has made a financial suc­ 
cess of it, and the poultry papers do 
not write about them, which is a pret­ 
ty sure sign that this business has not 
been followed successfully up to this 
time. 


It is too bad, too, because it is such 
a fine way to make a living, on paper. 
You b r‘f> the pigeons mate in pairs and 
stay mated for life. 
They raise two 
squabs, as the young ones are called, 
every month, tho cock and the hen 
taking turns in setting on the eggs. 
This makes twenty-four squabs to mar­ 
ket a year, the average price running 
from $5 to $6 a dozen and the old 
birds will live on from $1 to $1.50 and 
support the young on that allowonce, 
a clear profit of $10.50 a pair yearly. 
Figuring fifty pairs of pigeons to a 


pen IO feet by 20 feet with ,100 feet of 
covered yard and then figuring that 
one man can look after not less than 
IO pens, wq easily determine that our 
yearly income will amount to $5,250. 
That i3 the kind of figuring that 
leads one to invest in the breeders’ 
“ breeding stock” at $3.50 a pair. 
It 
is sufficient to say that instead of get­ 
ting twelve pairs of squabs from each 
pair of pigeons, you w ill be lucky to 
get an average of four pairs, in large 
numbers. 
They could not bring in 
over $4, leaving a margin of $2.50 
a 
year from each 
pair 
of 
breeding 
pigeons, or $1,200 gross profit from 
500 pairs of breeders. 
The cost of a suitable house for 
these pigeons w ill not be less 
than 
$1,250 and 
the 
breeding stock will 
cost as much more. Interest, deprecia­ 
tion, non-productive stock, parasites 
and diseases w ill all cut into the gross 
profits and the squabs w ill bring 
in 
closer 
to 
25 cents a pair than 50 
cents, unless they are extra fine. 
W e 
have had 
eighty-three adult 
pigeons killed in one night by rats. 
This loss involves the loss of thirty- 
six squabs and over forty eggs, as 
their parents were either killed or 
their matings broken up. 
The squab farm is all right when 
confined to a small Hock, and pigeons 
are lots of fa a for the boys, but it is 
a poor financial venture on a large 
scale.

Farmers Should Plan to Plant Tubers 
on Land That Has Not Grown 
Crop for Several Years.

Farmers should do two things in 
connection with raising potatoes this 
vt ar. 
They should plan to plant po 
tatoos on land which has grown none 
for five or six years. 
Then 
they 
should plant absolutely clean seed on 
this land. 
This is ess* ntial because 
last, year a number of potato diseases, 
which live in the soil and on the tu­ 
bers, were very commonly found a1 
most throughout the 
state. 
This 
means that there i3 a largo amount of 
potato-sick soil and a large number of 
diseased tubers. 
To plant these tu 
li* rs on infected soil would almost 
sure ly result in i>oor crops and un­ 
healthy tubers this year. 
After having selected a piece of 
land, known not to have raised db' 
eased potatoes, the seed tubers should 
be 
carefully 
selected 
and 
treated. 
Brown rot can be excluded in only 
rn* way; by rejecting infected tubers. 
Scab and rhizoctcnia germs can 
be 
kill* d by the ordinary formaldehyde 
treatment. 
Ih e cost of the treatment 
is very low, and th<*ro is no question 
about the increased returns.
